REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 





To the Citizens of Hillsborough County: 

The commissioners and the several officers of Hillsborough 
County herewith submit for your inspection the sixty-first 
anmtal report for the year ending December 31, 1907: 

The debt of the county consists of refunding bonds due 
in 1910, of $27,000.00; building bonds due in 1915, of $120,- 
000.00; 1921, of $40,000.00, and in 1923, of $51,800.00. 
Total with interest‘to January 1, 1908, $244,870.33. 

Cash on hand, including sinking fund, amounting to 
$196,224.04, a decrease of the debt during the year of $34,- 
133.49, making the actual indebtedness of the county Decem- 
ber 31, 1907, $48,646.29 (being less than any year since 1866). 

The debt of the county December 31, 1899, was $320,- 
180.04. Since that date there has been erected an addition 
to the almshouse, two new court houses, and a new hospital 
at Grasmere; having at the present time modern buildings 
and furnishings for the care of the poor and the transaction 
of the county business, at a valuation of $473,198.29. 

The amount of the county tax to be raised by direct tax- 
ation for the year 1908 is $90,000.00, being less than one 
half the assessment in 1900, and the lowest county tax since 
1889. 

By consulting the tables of statistics printed in this 
report you will find a decrease in the ordinary expenses of 
the county. ‘The amount paid out for the-support of county 
poor (off the farm) and dependent soldiers and their families. - 
has decreased nearly fifty per cent during the past ten years. 

The number supported at the almshouse remains nearly 
the same. Forty-three persons from the insane department 
have been removed to the State Hospital at Concord to be sup- 
ported at the expense of the state. The average number of 
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commitments to the House of Correction was less than the 
previous year. 

The new county hospital has been completed, furnished, 
and’ occupied since our last report, and now has forty patients. 

The citizens of the county and friends of the inmates can 
now feel that the poor and unfortunate receive as good care 
and medical attention as at any hospital in the state. 

The cost of the buildings exceeded the amount originally 
anticipated owing to the advance in material, and the com- 
missioners found that it was absolutely necessary to make cer- 
tain changes in the original plans in order to have a modern, 
up-to-date hospital such as would be required for the class of 
patients that they would be obliged to accommodate. 

The commissioners have endeavored to do business for the 
county on business principles and with the same care and 
economy as any good business firm or corporation, purchasing 
material and supplies where they can be. obtained the cheap- 
est with due regard to quality, asking for bids when it was ad- 
vantageous for the county to do so. This creates criticism 
with some, who seem to think any article is good enough for 
the county, and no price too high for the county to pay. 

The citizens of the county are respectfully invited, and we 
believe it is the duty of every taxpayer, to visit and personally 
inspect the condition and management of the different depart- 
ments of the institution at Grasmere. See how the inmates 
are cared for and your money is being expended, after which 
you will be better enabled to judge or criticise the acts of your 
commissioners. 

We thank all officers of the county for advice and coépera- 
tion, overseers of the poor in the several towns and employees 
of the county for their faithfulness in looking after the welfare 
of the poor and needy, citizens who have interested them- 
selves in county affairs, and we take pleasure in expressing our 
appreciation.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF COUNTY 
ALMSHOUSE, HOSPITAL AND HOUSE OF 
CORRECTION AT GRASMERE, N. H. 





To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Hillsborough 

County: 

I hereby present to you my third annual report as superin- 
tendent of the County Almshouse, Hospital, and House of 
Correction for the year ending December 31, 1907: 

There have been six hundred and seventy-nine inmates ad- 
mitted to the Almshouse and Hospital during the year, and 
nearly every one has required medical treatment. 

The new hospital which was opened the first of the year 
with twenty-nine patients has relieved the hospital wards in 
the Almshouse considerably and makes a much better place 
for those who are suffering from the various diseases. ‘The 
increase per week in the price of board is largely due to the 
hospital, which requires a separate staff of officers and nurses 
to care for the sick in the various departments. 

There have been sentenced to the House of Correction six 
hundred and ninety-six persons, which is not so many as were 
in the year of 1906; but out of the number there were a great 
many who had to have medical treatment, therefore making 
them unable to perform daily labor. 

C. A. Weaver, M. D., of New Boston and E. B. Swett, M. 
D., of Grasmere have administered to those requiring medical 
treatment. 

I wish to thank the Women’s Christian Temperance Union 
for fruit, flowers, cake, confectionery, entertainment, books for 
the library, and toys furnished the inmates during the year; 
also the different individuals who have furnished toys and 
reading matter which the inmates have greatly appreciated. 
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I also wish to thank Rev. C. T. Reekie of Grasmere and Ir. 
J. J. Brophy of Manchester for their faithful attention to the 
spiritual welfare of the inmates. |

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PHYSICLAN’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Hullsborough 
County: 
GENTLEMEN:—I am again called upon as county physician 

to render my annual report as to the conditions at the Hills- 
borough County Almshouse during the past year. ‘There 
has been little change and no special improvement. The 
opening of the new hospital relieved for a time the crowded 
condition in the old hospital, but others came in who took 
their places, and that department now contains about the 
usual number, the patients being chronic cases and those suf- 
fering from infirmities of age. 

At the writing of this report there are forty-two cases of 
different kinds under treatment at the new hospital. 

At the insane department there are the usual number of 
women, but the number of men has been decreased by their 
removal to the State Hospital at Concord. New cases of 
insane men are constantly coming in, and in a short time that 
department will have its usual number. 

The institution has been extremely fortunate in not having 
had any of the acute contagious diseases during the past year. 

To you, Messrs. Commissioners, and to all officers of the 
institution who have been courteous to me, I extend thanks.

JAILER'S REPORT. 


Mancuester, N. H., January, 1908. 
To the County Commissioners of Hillsborough County: 
In accordance with chapter 30, section 1, of the General 
Statutes, I desire to submit the following report for insertion 


in the County Reports. 
GEORGE H. PHINNEY, 


Jatler. 


To the Citizens of Hillsborough County : 

Having assumed charge of the Hillsborough county jail on 
April 16, 1907, by virtue of appointment by Fred K. Ramsey, 
sheriff, I desire to place before you the conditions as they 
existed at that time, and methods as used at the present 
time. 

The county has formerly received $400 per year for the 
use of the labor of the prisoners at the jail, and whatever 
profit has accrued from that source has been retained by the 
jailer, who also has had the profit coming from the allowance 
for board made by the commissioners, an allowance for key 
fees on all prisoners confined, both on civil and criminal 
process, and an allowance for transportation of prisoners to 
court at the rate of $1.00 each. 

This arrangement was in vogue while the former jailer, 
Capt. David Wadsworth, was in charge (some thirty years). » 

Your jailer has followed strictly the laws as regards jails, 
as laid down in chapter 282 of the General Laws. The 
work of the prisoners has been carried on in a separate ac- 
count, and after payment of turnkey and two keepers, and 
payment of prisoners as per law has been deducted, the re- 
mainder has been paid over to the county treasurer. 
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Your jailer petitioned the superior court for an allowance 
in view of the employment of prisoners, and in a decision 
handed down the first of December the court has ruled that 
$2,000 a year and a 10 per cent commission on the net profits 
of the labor of the prisoners is a fair compensation for jailer 
and matron. 

The jailer makes his return to the clerk of the superior 
court upon blanks supplied by the clerk, on which he gives 
amount received for support of prisoners confined on civil and 
criminal process, and an itemized list of expenditures made in 
support of prisoners confined, and receives an order for 
whatever balance may be due in excess of the profits upon the 
allowance of board. 

The court further ruled that key fees received for prisoners 
confined on criminal process was illegal, and since said de- 
cision, no key fees for prisoners confined on criminal process 
have been received. ‘These fees have amounted to between 
$150 and $300 per year. 

The court further ruled that any allowance for transporta- 
tion of the prisoners was illegal, and this item will no longer 
appear in the jailer’s report, but in the sheriff’s report will 
be shown the amount actually expended for transportation. 
This allowance has amounted to between $300 and $450 per 
year, but now the actual expense will be from $75 to $100 
per year. 

Your jailer has turned over to the county treasurer $573.96 
as profits derived from the labor of prisoners from April 16 
to September 1, and the further sum of $408.95 is due the 
county as profits to January 1, 1908, thus making a total 
income of $982.91 from the labor of prisoners at the jail from 
April 16, 1907, to January 1, 1908, a period of eight and one 
half months. 

There exists a wide difference of opinion between the 
county commissioners and your jailer as to the interpreta- 
tion of section 1, chapter 282. (There shall be kept and 
maintained in good order one or more jails in said county.) 

Previously, the greater part of the personal property has 
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belonged to the jailer, and as matters remain at present, 
the personal property at the jail is divided in its ownership 
between the county, the former jailer, Captain Wadsworth, 
and your present jailer. Your jailer takes the position that 
the county should own all the furnishings, as it does with 
all other county buildings. _ | 

The commissioners haye expended certain sums upon re- 
pairs which were absolutely necessary, and no further. The 
jail has been built some forty-three years, and is in need of a 
thorough renovation both inside and out, in order that it may 
conform with all the other county buildings.

On motion of Mr. Emerson of Milford, duly seconded, it 
was voted that the sum of one hundred and fifty-five thou- 
sand dollars ($155,000) be and hereby is appropriated as the 
operating expense of the county for each of the years 1908 and 
1909. Of that amount the sum of ninety thousand dollars 
($90,000) be raised by taxation. 

That the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) be trans- 
ferred from the license money (so called) to the sinking fund 
each year, and the balance of the license money to be used 
for the operating expenses. 

The Committee on New Legislation offered the following 
report, by its clerk, Mr. M. E. Ahern of Manchester: 


“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Hillsborough County 

Delegation: \ 

“The Special Legislative Committee, appointed by the 
chairman of the Hillsborough County Delegation to confer 
with the county commissioners relative to any legislation they 
may desire and to inquire into the condition of affairs at 
Hillsborough county jail and at Grasmere, having received evi- 
dence on proposed matter, and investigated the conditions 
existing, report with the following resolutions: - 

“WHEREAS, The County Commissioners of Hillsborough 
County complain that on account of long sentences imposed 
on prisoners sentenced from police courts to the county insti- 
tutions, the same is, at several times during the year, over- 
crowded, especially the dormitories; 

“WHEREAS, Said commissioners believe that if the statute 
laws could be changed so that justices of police courts could 
sentence prisoners for a maximum and minimum sentence, and 
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a law enacted giving power to county commissioners to parole 
prisoners after the minimum sentence is completed, the con- 
ditions existing could be remedied. 

“Therefore, your Special Legislative Committee have pro- 
posed the following bill for your consideration, believing that 
it will meet with your approval.. | 


HOUSE BILL NO. 202. 
“An AcT . 


Giving county commissioners the power to parole prisoners 
detained at the county houses of correction. 


“Section 1. All persons sentenced to houses of correction 
for misdemeanors shall be sentenced for a minimum and maxi- 
mum term in the same mazfner as sentences are.now imposed 
for felonies. That in all such cases.after such minimum 
term shall have been served, the county commissioners of the 
county where such persons are confined are hereby empowered 
to discharge them from custody when in their opinion, in the 
exercise of a sound discretion, the prior good record and best 
interest of the prisoner, the present existing circumstances of 
the case, and the best interests of his family and of the county 
shall warrant. Such discharge shall be upon parole, the 
same to be conditioned upon the future good conduct of such 
prisoner for the period not exceeding the unexpired term of 
his maximum sentence, provided such prisoner so paroled shall 
assent to the condition thereof relative to such good conduct. 

“Secor. 2. If such person so paroled shall within the period 
of his ‘parole break the conditions thereof, he may, om com- 
plaint and upon warrant issued, be arrested, and if the court 
before whom he is returned after hearing, be of the opinion 
that he had broken the terms and conditions of his parole, as 
set forth in the complaint, he shall be recommitted to such 
house of correction to serve out the unexpired maximum 
term to which he was originally sentenced, with such addi- 
tional time, at the rate of fifty cents per day, as shall equal 
all expenses of his recommittal, including his arrest, custody 
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and conveyance, all papers issued in the case against him, 
and all other taxable costs taxed in police courts in accord- 
ance with the present statutory provision in cases of pris- 
oners serving out costs in addition to their sentences, to- 
gether with such additional time, if any, as he would have 
originally served in liquidation of costs of his original prose- 
cution and commitment. 

“Secr. 3. The county commissioners of the several coun- 
ties shall monthly, on or before the first day of each month, 
report to the State Board of Charities and Correction the 
names of, and time when persons who have been paroled by 
them from their respective houses of correction, the length 
of such parole, and the names of all reeommitted for a breach 
of the same during the month preceding the date of such 
report. 

“Srecr. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith, 
are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect upon its 
passage.” 


“WHEREAS, The Special Legislative Committee of Hillsbor- 
ough County appointed to make investigation of county insti- 
tutions and inquire into proposed legislation for said county, 
haying considered the matter pertaining to the:sheriff and the 
county jail, and on account of ‘the lack of direct information, 
report the following resolution: 

_ “Resolved, By the Hillsborough County Delegation that the 
county commissioners of said county be notified to present to 
the Hillsborough County Delegation of 1909, a statement of 
the conditions existing at said county jail, together with cost 
of maintenance and profit accruing from labor of prisoners. 


“WHEREAS, By the provisions of chapter 185 of the Laws 
of 1901, authorizing the erection of buildings for court houses 
and county offices in the cities of Nashua and Manchester in 
the county of Hillsborough, the county convention for said 
county for the years 1901 and 1902 was authorized and em- 
powered to adjust -with and discharge said cities of Nashua 
and Manchester from the obligations, leases, and bonds exist- 
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ing on behalf of said cities or either of them to and with 
said county, upon such terms as shall be determined by the 
superior court upon petition filed for that purpose; and 

“WHEREAS, It was duly resolved by said county convention 
for said years of 1901 and 1902 that all obligations, leases, 
and bonds then existing on behalf of said cities of Nashua and 
Manchester to and with said county of Hillsborough in rela- 
tion to the accommodations for the courts of said county, be 
cancelled upon the completion of said buildings and in accord- 
ance with the provisions of said chapter 185 of the Laws of 
1901, and that the county commissioners for said county be 
duly authorized and instructed to institute proceedings and do 
all things necessary to carry out the provisions of said act; and 

“WHEREAS, Said buildings have been completed and are 
now in use and the county commissioners have been unable 
to take action for the purpose of adjusting with and discharg- 
ing said cities of Nashua’ and Manchester from said obliga- 
tions, leases, and bonds, in accordance with the provisions of 

said chapter 185 of the Laws of 1901 and the votes of the said 
county convention; 

“Now, therefore, be 1t Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
Hillsborough County Delegation in the House of Representa- 
tives, in the year of our Lord 1907, that the county com- 
missioners for said county ought to proceed at once to file a 
petition in the superior court, sitting in and for said county, 
for the appointment of a board of arbitration to pass upon 
said petition and fix the amount which the said cities of 
Nashua and Manchester, or either of them, shall pay for the 
release and discharge of and from said obligations, leases, and 
bonds, in accordance with the provisions of said chapter 185 
of the Laws of 1901 and the resolutions of said county con- 
vention, and to do all things necessary to carry out the pro- 
visions of said act and the resolutions of said convention.

The Hillsborough County Convention met today in Room 5, 
State House, Chairman Harry T. Lord presiding, at two 
o'clock. | 
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On motion of F. T. Wadleigh of Milford, duly seconded, 
it was voted to appoint Robert L. Manning of Manchester, 
George A. Worcester of Milford, Alvin J. Lucier of Nashua, 
Andrew J. Walbridge of Peterborough, Robert E. McKean of 
Manchester as a special committee to investigate the adminis- 
tration of Hillsborough county affairs, and recommend any 
legislation needed in relation thereto, and that they report to* 
this delegation next Wednesday, March 13, as to any needed 
legislation in relation to the administration of the jail and file 
a complete report in regard to all county affairs as soon as 
completed, the report to be printed. 

. The following resolution was presented by R. T. Bass of 

Peterborough: “Resolved, That the County Delegation ask the 
House to authorize the Subcommittee of the Hillsborough 
County Delegation for the investigation of county affairs, to 
summon all persons whom they consider necessary for the pur- 
poses of their investigation and to call for the production 
of all books, papers, and documents which they deem neces- 
sary.” 

Voted to adopt the resolution. 

Mr. R. T. Bass also presented the following resolution: 
“Resolved, 'That the County Delegation appropriate such a 
stm as may be necessary for the expenses of conducting an 
investigation of county affairs, not to exceed two hundred and 
fifty dollars ($250).” Adopted. 

Voted, that when we adjourn it be to meet in this room 
next Wednesday, March 13, at two o'clock. 

Chairman Lord read the following communication from the 
county commissioners: 


“Mr. Harry Lord, Chairman Hillsborough County Delegation: 

“In regard to the eontrol and management of the jail in 
Hillsborough county, which subject has been under discussion 
for several days, in response to a suggestion from the county 
convention, the commissioners have given the matter close 
and careful consideration, have searched for information that 
would disclose any improper management at the jail, have 
examined.carefully the powers conferred upon them and the 
sheriff in reference to the control of the jail. 
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“We find that in 1877 an Enabling Act was passed by the 
legislature of New Hampshire, and that soon after the enact- 
ment of this legislation an agreement was made between the 
sheriff and his jailer and the county commissioners whereby 
work would be required and furnished to prisoners detained 
in the jail, without expense to the cotinty of Hillsborough, 
that is, the county of Hillsborough receive an income from the 
labor without assuming any hazard of a business enterprise 
or any possible loss arising to the county therefrom. 

“We understand that prior to that time labor performed and 
attempted to be done at the jail had invariably resulted in a 
loss to the county. , 

“Your present Board of Commissioners when they assumed 
the office ten years ago found the condition of affairs at the 
jail in a prosperous, healthy, and carefully regulated way. 

“The agreement for labor was made known to us and we 
were informed that it was all that the sheriff or jailer could 
afford to pay. Since that time the arrangements have con- 
tinued and at times the jailer has complained that the amount 
paid the county for labor causes a financial loss; at other times 
the jailer has remarked to the commissioners. when settlements 
were being made that there had been a profit during the year 
from the work of the prisoners. 

“During these years the commissioners on several occasions 
have asked for more money for the labor at the jail and have 
invariably been met with the opposition from the sheriff, who 
told them if they attempted to exact a higher price for the 
labor that work would cease at the jail and the prisoners 
detained there in idleness. 

“Your commissioners until very recently have been unable 
to learn with any degree of certainty that a profit from the 
labor of the prisoners was sufficient to warrant a consideration 
such as the sheriff has admitted he has received from Captain 
Wadsworth. The commissioners have always understood that 
they did not have the legal right to control the prisoners at 
the county jail or oblige them to labor, and we have recently 
taken advice upon that point of the solicitor, and he advises 
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us that our understanding was correct, that it is a joint con- 
trol in this way: the sheriff may, with our approval, employ 
and set to labor any prisoner confined in the county jail in 
such manner as shall be consistent with his safe-keeping, pro- 
vided said labor can be prosecuted without expense to the 
county. 

“Thus it will be seen that by a mingling of responsibilities 
between the sheriff and the commissioners in the matter of 
this labor, by the statutes of this state, the commissioners have 
been obliged to accept such an amount as the sheriff would 
allow being paid the county for labor, or the prisoners would 
be confined without work. If this latter condition had been 
obtained the expense of maintaining the jail would have been 
materially increased. 

“Your commissioners ask at this time for legislative enact- 
ment which will either relieve them from any responsibility 
at the jail or the legislation that will define clearly their 
power, duties and responsibilities therein. 

“When such legislation is enacted, either relieving them of 
any responsibility or increasing their responsibility relative to 
the jail, they will immediately endeavor to comply with the 
‘same, and if they are charged with the duty of furnishing 
Jabor to prisoners it will be done. ; 

“Tf the legislature takes the latter view of the situation your 
commissioners ask for specific authority to contract the labor 
to the highest bidder and in such way as will bring the largest 
return to the county. 

“Your commissioners have asked for such legislation before, 
but no relief has been given. With our authority limited, our 
power curtailed, our advice unheeded, the matter has gone 
from year to year until the present culmination. We shirk 
no legitimate responsibility; we ask that no unjust criticism 
be made, only such criticism as is consistent with our power 
and authority in the premises under existing laws. We appeal 
to members of preceding legislatures to verify the truth of 
our statements. That, as above indicated, has been asked for 
by us and refused. | . 


-“We feel and know that Hillsborough county jail is the only 
institution in New Hampshire where prisoners haye been em- 
ployed and detained not in idleness. 

“The net cost of maintenance of the jail to the county in 
proportion to the number of prisoners compares favorably with 
other counties. The neatness of the same, the discipline of 
the inmates, and the general administration of its affairs under 
the present jailer, we feel does not warrant criticism, but 
words 6f commendation. In a word, the whole trouble ap- 
pears to us to be: Is or has the county received a fair and 
adequate compensation in past years for the labor of the men 
detained in jail? ‘ 

“The commissioners fee] that if they had authority that a 
more advantageous contract could be obtained and thereby 


more income received.

Concorp, N. H., March 13, 1907. 

The Hillsborough County Convention met in Room 4, State 
House, at 2 o'clock P. M., according to adjournment, Chair- 
man Harry T. Lord in the chair. 

The Special Committee offered their report, which was read 
by the clerk. 

The Special Committee elected to investigate the affairs of 
Tlillsborough county and_ordered to report today with re- 
spect to conditions existing at the jail and to make recommen- 
dations with respect thereto, report as follows: 
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“For the past thirty years the jailer of Hillsborough county 
has paid successive sheriffs about $1,200 each year; he has also 
paid the county each year a smaller sum, usually $400. 

“This he has been enabled to do out of his fees and emolu- 
ments of office, the profit on boarding the prisoners and the 
product of their labor, after paying them on the basis of the 
piece system, about a dollar a week wages. 

“There has accrued to him about $3,000 a year above ex- 
penses from these sources. 

“The sheriff, in addition to his annual salary of $800 and 
fees for writs, commitments, and attendance upon court, etc., 
lras received about $1,200 a year from the jailer, which was 
never contemplated by the statutes. 

“The sheriff states that his income from the office, though 
formerly more, is now practically $3,000 a year. 

“By law (P. 8. Ch. 282) a prisoner confined in the jail un- 
der sentence for an offense is entitled to 25 per cent of the 
net proceeds of his labor, to be paid upon his discharge.— 

“Tf he is a prisoner merely awaiting indictment (and is 
not subsequently indicted), held as a witness or working out 
a fine or costs, he is entitled to all the net proceeds of his labor, 
except that in the latter case the county shall be repaid the 
cost of his board and other expenses. 

“To insure operation of these provisions the sheriff or jailer 
is directed by law to keep an itemized account with each 
prisoner, showing earnings, charges, expenses, etc., have the 
same audited and allowed by the county cOmmissioners, and 
then file the same with the clerk of court. 

“The balance shown by the account is to be paid over to 
the county treasurer. 

“These provisions of the law have been totally ignored by 
the sheriff or his jailer. 

“The county has received nothing from the prisoners’ labor 
or the board of those working out fines and costs, except the 
$400 above mentioned. And the law has been so far disre- - 
garded that all prisoners who work have been paid regular 
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wages, based on their actual output rather than on the net 
proceeds of their labor. 

“It is apparent that the county at least has suffered from 
this failure to observe the law, to just what extent it is impos- 
sible to determine. 

“Your committee does not believe that there has been any 
criminal intent in the disregard of these provisions of the law. 

“The system has been in operation for thirty years, during 
the terms of successive sheriffs and boards of county com- 
missioners. | 

“As a matter of fact it would be difficult to find a healthier, 
better disciplined or happier set of prisoners, or a better man- 
aged or cleaner jail than ours, or a jailer who has done more 
to make good citizens out of his charges than Captain Wads- 
worth. 

“But in accomplishing these results the laws of the state 
have been ignored. 

“The full responsibility of this condition of affairs your 
committee will endeavor to place later when it has had an 
opportunity to investigate further and to consider all the evi- 
dence which may be adduced. 


RECOMMENDATIONS, 


“The situation is very perplexing; the laws pertaining to the 
conducts of jails and labor therein, especially when (as in 
this county) the jail is also used as a house of correction, are 
far from clear. 

“Under the circumstances to keep the itemized account, 
required by the statute, would require an immense amount of 
clerical work; the requirement is almost prohibitive. 

“Hillsborough has the only county jail in which prisoners 
are worked at productive labor. It is essential for their well- 
being and the good of the county that they do work. 

“Tt can not be. foretold whether, if the law be followed, 
there will result a net profit to the county above the cost of 


board, etc., of the prisoners, and payment to them required by 
law. 
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“The best solution appears to be to have the jail in Hills- 
borough county run on the same plan as the county farm is 
run: to have the county commissioners responsible for its 
conduct throughout. 

“At present, insofar as the jail is a house of correction, the 
county commissioners are under a certain divided responsibil- 
ity therefor by the provisions of chapter 283 of the Public 
Statutes. 

“Your committee accordingly recommends that legislation 
to this effect be enacted at the present session of the General 
Court, te take effect coincident with the terms of office of the 
new sheriff and jailer for the county. 

“A draft of the proposed law accompanies this report.”

Entitled ‘An Act Relating to the Management and Control 
of the Jail in Hillsborough County.’ 


“Section 1. “Lhe jail in Hillsborough county shall be 
officered, managed and controlled as county houses of cor- 
rection are, 

“Sror. 2. The county shall be liable for escapes in like 
manner as sheriffs now are by virtue of P. S. chapter 282. 

“Secor. 3. The jailer may, with the approval of the county 
commissioners, employ and set to labor any prisoner confined 
in the county jail, in such manner as shall be consistent with 
his safe-keeping. 

“Srcr. 4. Any person charged with an offense-and com- 
mitted to jail, who shall not subsequently be indicted, and 
any witness held for want of bail, shall be entitled to the net 
proceeds of his labor; but such person or witness shall not be 
set to labor except by his own consent. 
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“Sror. 5. All other. prisoners shall be entitled to receive 
for their labor 25 per cent of the amount allowed persons 
held under section 4 for like labor. 

“Snor. 6. Sections 3, 15, 18, 19, 20, and 21 of chapter 282 
of the Public Statutes, and all other acts inconsistent with this 
act, are repealed so far as they relate to Hillsborough county.

The following bill, prepared by Mr. Hurd and others, 
was introduced in the House by the Judiciary Committee 
March 28, 1907, as a committee bill by Mr. Lord. (Five 
members, being unable to agree with the majority, submitted 
as a minority report the bill presented by the Investigating 
Committee.) . 

“An Act 


In Amendment of Chapter 282, Public Statutes, Relating to 
Common Jails and Prisoners Therein. 


“Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
reneral Court convened: 

“Section 1. The commissioners of Hillsborough County 
shall furnish at the expense of the county every place by them 
used or maintained for the detention of prisoners, as may be 
necessary for the care and employment of the inmates. 

“Sect. 2. The sheriff of Hillsborough county shall em- 
ploy and set to labor the prisoners in the county jail in such 
manner as shall be consistent with their safe-keeping, if the 
labor can be prosecuted without expense to the county, unless 
the superior court upon cause shown shall relieve him there- 
from. 

“Seor. 3. The sheriff of Hillsborough county shall keep 
a correct and itemized account of his receipts and disburse- 
ments, and shall file the same with the commissioners for said 
county at the opening of each term of the superior court. 
The superior court, as soon as may be, shall pass upon such 
accounts and shall make such orders concerning the conduct 
of said jail and the compensation of all persons therewith as 
the public good may require. 
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“Sror. 4. No bill, order or requisition for supphles or 
equipment for said jail shall be paid or valid until approved 
by one of the county auditors. ‘ 

“Stor. 5. Nothing herein contained shall be held to con- 
flict with sections 6, 15, 16, 17, and 19 of chapter 282 of the 
Public Statutes. 

“Srecr. 6. This act shall take effect April 1, 1907.” 


After discussion, Mr. Ahern of Concord moved that the bills 
and accompanying reports be indefinitely postponed, and with 
that motion pending, moved that the bills and reports be laid 
upon the table.
